HE the having caus’d all the 

™ Parith Priefts of this City to appear be- 

fore him in the Vatican, made a pathe- 

tick Difcourfe to them, in which after 

having admonifh’d them in general Terms 

so do their Dury, he charg’d them, in particular, not 
only to refufe Leave to their Parithioners to eat Fith 
during the approaching Lent, without a lawful Cay, 
but to give in to the Cardinal Vicegerent the Names 
of all thofe who fhould lead a diforderly Life during 
that Holy Time.
